EOPLE OF ST. LOUIS 
A STATEMENT 


Concerning the Proposed Location for the 
New Jewish Hospital 


The Board of Directors of the Chamber of Commerce passed 
a resolution condemning the impairment of the zoning ordinance 
on the ground of convenience and expediency, which the under- 
signed and every other true St. Louisan will heartily approve. 


However, this resolution was not passed for the purpose 
of giving expression to the sentiment which it contained, but in 
order to influence the Mavor and the Members of the Board of 
Aldermen against giving the Jewish Hospital permission to erect 
its new building on Skinker Road by intimating that the hospital 
desired to erect its new institution there on the ground of con- 
— and expediency, which, however, is contrary to the 
acts. 


[his resolution was adopled at the instigalion of those 
opposed to this movement and without giving the hospital a 
chance lo be heard. — : 


Mr. W. Frank Carter, President of the Chamber of Com- 
meree, stated on a number of oceasions that he was a member of 
the City Plan Commission at the time the city was laid out in 
zones, and that upon completion of this work he realized a great 
mistake had been made in restricting, for private use, property 
fronting the park, for he felt that the benefit of the park front 
should have been extended to all the people as far as possible 
through just such institutions as the Jewish Hospital, for if the 
sick and the sick poor are not entitled to the benefits of the 
restfulness, quietude and fresh air surrounding the park, who 
are? Surely not just a few persons who are able and fortunate 
enough to own homes there. 


In addition to this indisputable fact, the Hospital selected 
the site on Skinker Road for its new institution, to cost about 
$1,500,000, for the further reason that it is the only suitable and 
available property for its purpose in the City of St. Louis, and 
therefore asks for the removal of the zoning restrictions, not on 
the ground of convenience and expediency, but as a necessity for 
the public welfare. For the Jewish Hospital is a non-sectarian in- 
stitution, accepting all patients, regardless of creed, the average 
being 55 per cent Jewish and 45 per cent non-Jewish. Further- 
more, it is primarily a charitable institution. In the present hos- 
pital there are one hundred and ten beds, of which seventy-five 
are free or semi-free, only thirty-five Leing in private rooms, and 
when the wards are filled, even the private rooms must be held for 
free patients. The Jewish Hospital serves all the people, and 
the welfare of the people demands that it be given permission 
to build on the site selected on Skinker Road. 


That this is the only suitable and available site for the erec- 
tion of the new Jewish Hospital (not less than six acres being 
necessary), was proven conclusively at the publie hearing before 
the Committee on Legislation of the Board of Aldermen and by 
the very evidence of those opposed to this movement. 


At that meeting, Mr. Ernest J. Russell, President of the 
City Plan Commission, made the statement that even if the 
Skinker Road site is the only suitable and available one on 
which to erect the new Jewish Hospital, rather than remove the 
zoning restrictions, the hospital should be forced to select a small- 
er site, reduce the size of the institution it intends to erect 
and curtail its usefulness to the community. This statement, 


_ together with the hearty approval it received at the time from 


those opposing this measure, must in the minds of all thinking 
people forever condemn the entire opposition. 


Under an agreement with the present owners of the property, 
the Hospital will be compelled to place restrictions on 350 feet on 
each side of this property, running from Skinker Road to De Mun 
Avenue, said restrictions to be similar to those now on the adjoin- 
ing property. This will forever give to the adjacent property ab- 
solute protection. / 


The Sisters of St. Marv’s Infirmary, who were refused per- 
mission by the City Plan Commission to build their new institu- 
tion on this site, addressed a communication to that body request- 
ing that it grant this privilege to the Jewish Hospital and urging 
it not to repeat the mistake it made when it refused St. Mary’s 
Infirmary. . 


The Building Trades Council and the Central T'rodes and La- 
bor Union have both passed resolutions condemning the restricting 
of park-front property for private use and urging the Board of 
Aldermen to permit the Jewish Hospital to erect its new institu- 
tion on the site selected on Skinker Road. 


In considering this ordinance, the Members of the Board of 
Aldermen have but two questions to decide: First—Shall the 
Jewish Hospital be permitted to erect the great institution it has 
in view, or, as advocated by Mr. Russell, shall it be compelled 
to reduce the size of that institution and curtail its benefit to the 
people? Second—Shall this park-front property forever remain 
restricted for private residence purposes or shall the benefits of 
the park front be extended to institutions serving all the people?
